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GENEALOGICAL RESEARCH MATERIALS RELATING TO PENNSYLVANIA

Genealogists who investigate Pennsylvania families 
for the first time are pleasantly surprised that’ so 
much has been published concerning sources and lineages 
in the Keystone State. One expects to find a wealth of 
printed matter—vital statistics and town records—for 
New England, but not so much for the Middle Atlantic 
States which were not zealous in maintaining records of 
genealogical value. 

One of the early writers on Pennsylvania genealogy 
and history was John W. Jordan, whose Colonial Families 
of Philadelphia (3 vols., 1911) is a classic. A care- 
ful examination of this work shows that it is surpris- 
ingly accurate, although an occasional error inevitably 
occurs here and there. We wish we could say the same 
thing of its successor work, Colonial and Revolutionary 
Families of Pennsylvania, edited by Wilfred Jordan, 
which has now reached its 19th volume. Beautifully 
bound, printed, and illustrated, it contains much in- 
formation of real value, but parts of it must be used 
with caution. All too often it accepts royal and noble 
pedigrees which either are not susceptible of proof, or 
have been disproved by previous writers. Printed books 
are usually the only "sources" listed for its data, and 
frequently the source is given simply as "Family Rec- 
ords," a vague statement which immediately impairs the 
value of the account. However, this compendious work 
is useful as providing clues for further research. 

Numerous histories of Pennsylvania counties have 
been written. Some of them are invaluable for their 
genealogical and biographical accounts, such as Bat- 
tle's and Davis's great works on Bucks County (1887 and 
1905, respectively); the Biographical Record of Central 
Pennsylvania: Centre, Clinton, Union and Snyder Coun- 
ties (1595); Cope's Historic Homes tat and 
Genealogical and Personal Memoirs of Chester and Dela- 
ware Counties, Pennsylvania (2 vols., 1904); Biographi- 
cal Annals of Lancaster County, Pennsylvania 1903); 
Bean's History of Montgomery County, Pennsylvania (1884); 
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Watson's Annals of Philadelphia and Pennsylvania in the 
Olden Time (3 vols., 1508)—ill arranged but invaluable 
for the historian and, with a little patient digging, 
for the genealogist; Westcott and Scharf's fee tory of 
Philadelphia, 1609-1884 (3 vols., 1884); and Dunkelber- 
ger's The Story of Snyder County (1949), this last con- 
sisting of 982 pages of excellent material completely) 
unindexed. 

The most important source of printed genealogical 
information for Pennsylvania is the periodical long 
Known as the Publications of the Genealogical Society 
of Pennsylvania which was more appropria tely re-named 
the Pennsylvania Genealogical Magazine when the late 
Dr. John Goodwin Herndon became Editor in 1947. There 
is no cumulative index, but each volume has an index of 
names. The 15 volumes prior to Dr. Herndon's editor- 
ship contain tombstone inscriptions, church records, 
abstracts of wills, vital statistics, Friends' meeting 
records, etc. Volumes XV to XX (the current volume) 
continue to publish source materials, but in addition 
they have important family studies by such competent 
genealogists as Dr. Herndon, Lewis D. Cook, Meredith B. 
Colket, Robert M. Torrence, Rosalie Fellows Bailey,

George H. S. King, H. Minot Pitman, William J. Hoffman 
(mow deceased), Walter Lee Sheppard, George Valentine 
Massey, II, and others. 

Curiously enough, the next most important peri iodical 
source of information for Pennsylvania genealogy is t 
National Genealogical Society Quarterly, pub.ished at 
Washington, D.C., since 1912. During the quarter of a 
century it was edited by Pennsylvania-born Dr. Gaius M. 
Brumbaugh (1917-43), much source material relating to 
Pennsylvania was published in its pages. (When the 
writer joined the Society in 1938 many people referred 
to it facetiously as "the Washington branch" of the 
renealogical Society of Pennsylvania.) But even after 
Dr. Brumbaugh's retirement as Editor Emeritus, his suc- 
cessors, Dr. Jean Stephenson, a native of Texas, and 
the late Miss Roberta P. Wakefield, a South Carolinian, 
continued to publish a number of valuable articles on 
this State, among them Colxet's "Some Genealogical 
Sources of Material for Early (1942), 
Bell's "Sources for Genealogy and Local History of the 
Scotch-Irish in Central Pennsylvania" (1945), Gerber- 
ich's "Geographical Aspects of Pennsylvania German Gen- 
ealogy" (1946), Hinke's "German Reformed Church Records 
in Pennsylvania" (1949), Helman's "Trailing Ancestors 
Through Pennsylvania" (1951)—which gives a splendid 
account of the claims of Connecticut, Virginia and Ma- 
ryland to portions of Pennsylvania; and Schultz's 
"Schwenckfelder Genealogical Records" (1951) 
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The most-used printed source material for Pennsylva- 
nia is the usually much-battered set known as the Penn- 
sylvania Archives. Its publication began in 1852 with 
what is now known as the First Series. Those Series 
which are of special value to genealogists are the Sec- 
ond (militia rolls, church records), the Third (militia 
rolls, tax lists, list of land warrantees), the Fifth 
(muster rolls, chiefly of the Provincial and Revolution- 
ary periods), and the Sixth (muster rolls covering the 


period from the Revolution to the War of 1812, church 
records of marriages and baptisms, inventories of es- 
tates confiscated during the Revolution, etc.). The 


millions of names in these Series are indexed; the Sev- 
enth Series constitutes an index for the first ly vol- 
umes of the Sixth Series. 

In 1949 the Division of Public Records at Harrisburg 
issued a Guide to The Published Archives of Pennsylvania, 
by Henry Howard Eddy, with an Alphabetical Finding List 
and Two Special Indexes by Martha L. Simonetti. This 
is not an index to the Archives, but, as its name def- 
initely states, a guide. The Finding List is arranged 
according to the alphabetical order of subjects, such 
as Adams County; American Philosophical Society; Ap- 
pointments and Messages of Governors; Associators, 177u4- 
1775 (militia); Atlee, Samuel J., Col., 1776; etc. Re- 
searchers interested in certain counties will find a 
wealth of information under the names of the counties. 
For instance, the entries for Lancaster County are: As- 
sociators & Militia; Muster Rolls, 1774-1783; Baptisms 
& Marriage Records, Rev. Waldschmidt, 1752-1786; Com- 
missioners & Treasurers Accounts, 1782-1792; Election 
Returns, 1756-1788; Land Warrantees, 1733-1896; Lieu- 
tenants Accounts, 1777-1785; Marriages Prior to 1810; 
Militia Muster & Pay Rolls, 1790-1800; Militia Officer 
Returns, 1790-1817; Militia Rolls, 1783-1790; Provin- 
cial Officers, 1729-1776; Rights, Proprietary; State 
Officers (Underthe Constitution of 1776); Tax Lists, 
1771-1773, 1779, 1782; and War of 1812-1814, Returns of 
4th Division. Following the Finding List are "An Index 
to Maps, Portraits, and Other Illustrative Materials 
Contained in the Ten Series," "An Index to Diaries and 
Journals Contained in the Ten Series," and a short Ap- 
pendix indexing the names of persons omitted by error 
when Vol. V of the Seventh Series (the index for the 
Sixth Series) was published in 1915. 

The Guide's reference to "ten series" includes the 
Colonial Records of Pennsylvania (containing the min- 
utes of the Provincial Council, 16083-1775; the Council 
of Safety, 1775-77; and the Supreme Executive Council, 
1770-90), of wnich the first volume came off the press 
in 1838. By 1949 nine Series of the Archives had been 
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published, but since then two other Series have been 
issued which are of historical rather than genealogical 
interest. 

Turning now from printed books to genealogical col- 
lections, one of the best sources of information in the 
State is the Genealogical Society of Pennsylvania, 13th 
and Locust Streets, Philadelphia. Unfortunately, the 
emphasis is on southeastern Pennsylvania; its holdings 
are weak in the western, central, and northern parts of 
the State. Its collections consist of abstracts or 
copies of wills, administrations, church registers, Or- 
phans' Court records, newspaper obituaries and death 
notices; file cabinets containing folaers on different 
counties and families; original 18th century Supreme 
Court records (in 45 unindexed volumes); transcripts of 
English Friends' records from the earliest period of 
Quaker History to 1725 (priceless for identifying the 
English homes of Quaker settlers in any part of this 
country); etc. There are also many private genealogical 
collections of which the greatest is that assembled by 
the late Gilbert Cope. His data on about 2500 families 
are arranged alphabetically by surname in 90 volumes, 
and chiefly cover Chester County, but include also some 
information on families in nearby Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey counties. 

The Genealogical Society is housed in the building 
of the Historical Society of Pennsylvania. In the lat- 
ter organization's Manuscript Department are many items 
of genealogical interest which may be picked up in the 
excellent card index. However, one unindexed collec- 
tion which is invaluable for the family historian is 
that of Gilbert Cope, which must not be confused with 
the alphabetically arranged Cope collection in the Gen- 
ealogical Society. The Historical Society's Cope col- 
lection contains marriage records, notes on families, 
tax lists, petitions, etc. One can spend days with 
this vast accumulation of data and still not exhaust 
its possibilities for increasing our genealogical know- 
ledge. 

Pennsylvania has a number of county societies which 
are doing an excellent job in preserving the historical 
and genealogical records of their areas; among them, the 
Chester County Historical Society at West Chester; the 
Historical Society of Montgomery County at Norristown; 
the York County Historical Society at Lancaster; and 
the Indiana County Historical and Genealogical Society 
at Indiana, Pa. 


Unlike Connecticut, Delaware, and North Carclina, 


Pennsylvania has not attempted to centralize its rec- 
ords. Wills, deeds, mortgages, Orphans! Court records, 
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and other county records are still filed in the 67 
county court houses of the Commonwealth. Some of these 
depositories take excellent care of their records; the 
writer recalls with special appreciation the neat ar- 
rangements in the court houses at Beaver (Beaver Coun- 
ty), Pittsburgh (Allegheny County), West Chester (Ches- 
ter County), and Norristown (Montgomery County). The 
records for the City and County of Phildelphia are 
merged in the City Hall at 13th and Market Streets, 
Philadelphia. For such cities as Philadelphia and 
Pittsburgh, the inquirer should address his letters to 
the Register of Wills, the Recorder of Deeds, the Clerk 
of the Orphans! Court, etc. For most of the counties, 
a letter addressed to the Clerk of the appropriate 
County Court is sufficient. 

At Harrisburg, the State Capital, is located the 
Division of Public Records of the Pennsylvania Histori- 
cal and Museum Commission; until its organization a 
decade ago, it was known as the State Archives. Under 
the capable direction of the State Records Officer, 
Henry Howard Eddy, card indexes have been prepared 
which enable genealogists and historians to find very 
quickly documents of interest for their special fields 
of investigation. (Prior to his administration, the 
10 million items were uncatalogued and virtually inac- 
cessible to scholars.) Among the types of genealogical 
records at the Division of Public Records are Militia 
Books, Tax Lists (quite apart from those published in 
the Pennsylvania Archives), affidavits, and microfilms 
of county records. A list of the microfilms was pub- 
lished by Nell W. Reeser in the National Genealogical 
Society Quarterly for June 1954, but for some unaccount- 
able reason Chester County was omitted from the list. 
The Division of Public Records does have microfilms of 
many Chester County deeds, wills, etc. 

A large segment of the colonial population of Penn- 
sylvania was composed of Germans. The first settlement 
of people from the Holy Roman Empire was at Germantown 
in 1683, and they came in increasing waves of migration 
down to the period of the Revolution. Unfortunately, 
the ship-lists of these colonists are preserved only 
from 1727, and are published in that admirably prepared 
work, Pennsylvania German Pioneers, by Ralph Beaver 
Strassburger and William John Hinke (3 vols., 1932-34). 
Other lists of 18th century German immigrants have been 
published by Dr. Friedrich Krebs, Archivist at Speyer, 
Germany, in The Pennsylvania Dutchman, the Pennsylvania 
German Folklore Society series, and the National Gene- 
alogical Society Quarterly. In 1953 the Pennsylvania 
German Society issued a booklet entitled Emigrants from 
the Palatinate to the American Colonies in the 15th 
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Century, compiled by Dr. Friedrich Krebs and edited, 
with an Introduction and additional data on the emi- 
grants after they reached America, by the present 
writer. The identification of German settlers with 
their overseas homes is a difficult one, but once the 
contact has been made, a competent genealogist in Ger- 
many can usually trace the line back for several gen- 
erations. As examples, Dr. Arthur Adams! ancestor, Os- 
wald Gutberlet, came from Unterweissenborn, in the par- 
ish of Schenklengsfeld, as a soldier in the Prince Carl 
Regiment (a Hessian unit with the British forces in the 
Revolutionary War), married, and remained here; he has 
been traced to a certain Hans Gutberlet who died at 
Unterweissenborn, Hessen-Kassel, in 107/758, aged 50 years. 
(Unpublished information provided by Dr. Adams.) Eras- 
mus Rosenberger, who arrived in Pennsylvania in 1749, 
settled in that part of Lancaster which is now Lebanon 
O 


County, Pa., and ultimately removed to Shenandoah Coun- 
y, Virginia, has been identified Ai the noted European 
renealogist, Karl Friedrich von Frar of Schloss Senf- 


tenegg, Post Ferschnitz, Niederdsterreich, Austria, 


with the man of that name who was descended from Conrad 
and Gertraut Rosenberger, living at Niederzell, parish 
of Schlichtern, near Hanau, late in the 17th century. 
(Francis Coleman Rosenberger's article in The Virginia 
Magazine of History and Biography, 63:84-87.) The sev- 
eral articles published by this writer in The American 
yenealogist have demonstrated that the Rubincam family 
has been carried back in Hessen to approximately 1599. 
(Since the appearance of "The Identity of Margareth 


Catharina Rubenkam" supra, 31:75-79, additional proof 
has been obtained concerning her maternal descent from 
the von Boyneburg genannt Hohenstein family. ) 

For those interested in tracing their lines in Ger- 
many, Austria, and Switzerland, the National Genealogi- 
cal Society Quarterly for September and December 195/ 
has published an important Symposium rage teat "Gene- 
alogical Research in the ing Lands." Arti- 
cles by Ralph Dornfeld Owen and Karl Friedrich von 
Frank covered Germany and Austria in general; Dr. Fritz 
Braun, Director of the Archives at Kaiserslautern, 
wrote on the Palatinate; Dr. Friedrich Krebs described 
the genealogical resources at the Speyer Archives; Dr.

Heinz F. Friederichs, of Frankfurt, and Dr. Adam Held- 
mann, of Gross Bieberau, Odenwald, iscussed Hessian 


genealogy; Dr. W. H. Ruoff, of Zurich, contributed a 

paper on Swiss research; and the final article, by Mil- 
ton Rubincam and John I. Coddington, related the prog- 
ress of genealogy in Nazi Germany and the creation of 


the Ahnenpass (ancestor passport).

That John Harding of Boreham, Essex, was the father 
of several early residents in Boston has been known 
since the publication in 1885 of Thomas Lechford's fa- 
mous Manuscript Note-Book, confirmed in 1903 by the 
publication of William Aspinwall's similar Notarial 
Papers, yet this excellent clue appears not to have 
been hitherto exploited. Some years ago I made an at- 
tempt to locate his will at Somerset House but received 
only the annoying report that, though the will had been 
indexed as probated in 1631, the actual will was no 
longer to be found. More recently, however, Mr. L. H. 
Haydon Whitehead, of Long Melford, Suffolk, discovered 
the will in the Chelmsford Record Office and also made 
the investigations of the registers of the parishes of 
Boreham and Ingatestone upon which we are now able to 
compile the following pedigree of the family. We should 
here record three items which cannot be placed in the 
pedigree: 


13 April 1560 M---- Hardinge, buried at Foreham 

6 Sept. 1593 William Hardinge, buried at Ingatestone 

22 Jan.1639/40 Thomas Codseir, wdr, married at Boreham to 
Sarah Hardin 


The burial of William Hardinge was the only entry found at Ingate- 
stone. 


1. John Harding, of Boreham, Essex, who may have 
been the son of an Abraham Harding by a wife named E- 
lizabeth—note the initials on the silver spoons men- 
tioned in John's will—married first, Mary » of 
whose ancestry nothing is known but who died between 18 
March 1622/3, when her youngest child was baptized, and 
6 June 1630, when the only child of John Harding's sec- 
ond wife was baptized; second, by 1629, Anne or Agnes 
» who married second, Green of Tarling 
or Terling, Essex, and was his widow by 28 Aug. 1640 
when her stepson Abraham Harding of Boston, son of John 
Harding, late of Boram in co. Essex, husbandman, dec., 
made a Letter of Attorney to Gyles Barro, Citizen and 
Wollendraper of London, dwelling at the Sign of the 
Plough in Watling Streete, to recover from Agnes Green 
of Tarling in the County of Essex, widdow, executrix of 
the will of the said John Harding, sometime her husband, 
the sum of £77, remainder of a legacy of £80 left him 
in his father's will [Lechford's Note-Book, p. 168 of 
the manuscript, p. 296 of the printed version, abstract- 
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ed also in the New England Hist. and Gen. Register, 40: 
2/2). 

John Harding, householder, was buried at Boreham on 
22 Nov. 16031, leaving a will dated 1 Sept. 1631, pro- 
bated 17 Jan. 1631/2 [Archdeaconry of Essex, Original 
No. 1, 1632). After the usual preamble, burial is di- 
rected at the discretion of executrix; to wife Anne, 
for life, all my two parcels of land called Haggetts 
Croft and Coopers Field, being customary [i.e., held as 
tenant of a manor] lands of 6 acres, and all meadows of 
4 acres on the west side of Haggetts Croft and abutting 
customary messuage called Bakers; at her decease all 
same premises and all other messuages, lands, tenements 
and hereditaments held of the Manor of Ingatestone, to 
son Robert Harding for him and his heirs for ever; sons 
Robert and Abraham, whichever comes into possession of 
premises not devised to wife for her life, shall pay 
Manor dues; to son Abraham Harding £50 at age 21, this 
to wife should Abraham die before the age of 21; if 
Abraham comes into lawful possession of property in In- 
gatestone, he is to pay back the 4 score pounds. To 
daughter Anne £40 before St. Stephen's Day [26 Dec. ] 
1034, and if she die before then, this also to wife; to 
daughter Elizabeth £80 at age 21, and if she die before 
then, this to wife; to daughter Mary Bugby, wife of 
Richard Bugby, 1l2d.; to son Abraham Harding a silver 
spoon marked "A.H."; to daughter Elizabeth Harding, a 
silver spoon marked "E.H."; wife is to bring up Eliza- 
beth to full age of 21; if wife remarries before Eliza- 
beth and Abraham are 21, she is to give bond to Mr. 
Thomas Russhe of Boreham, gent., and William Ward of 
Boreham, gent., to pay same, they to be overseers; res- 
idue of goods and chattels and dues to wife Anne, she 
to be sole executrix; witnesses: Robte Parke, Tho Chit- 
ham, Steven Borume. 

A brief sketch of the Hardings appears in Buell Bur- 
dett Bassette's One Bassett Family in America (New 
Britain (1926), pp. 382 f., also pp. 113-123 (sketch of 
the Bridghams)}], which contains errors noted below as 
occasion demands. 

Children by first wife Mary: 


i. ?John, bur. as single at Boreham, 1 Apr. 1625. 

ii. Mary, m. before 1 Sent. 1631 Richard Bugby, and left 
only 12d. in her father's will of that date. No 
record of her death has been found at either Roreham 
or Boston. It may be suggested, with caution, that 
her husband was that Richard Rugby who cane with the 
Winthrop fleet, became freeman on 19 Oct. 1630, and 
settled in Roxbury. If so, then Mary died soon after 
her father, for the Roxbury man had a wife Judith who 
was an early church member at Boston and m. (2) by 
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1641 Robert Parker (sic: not Parke). Dr. Charles £, 
Ranks, Planters of the Commonwealth, p. 68, suggests 
that the Roxburv Settler may have been from the Par- 
ish of St. John Hackney, Middlesex. Even if he were 
not the son-in-law of John Harding, the child listed 
below may well have been Mary Harding's and have 
come to Boston with her uncles and aunts. Child, 
surname Pugby:

2. Captain Robert~ Harding, elder son surviving in 
16031 of John Harding by his first wife Mary, was men- 
tioned in his father's will dated 1 Sept. 1631 as then 
of age but with no indication that he was then in Amer- 
ica. He is bequeathed lands which would have gone to 
the eldest son, but there is some slight indication 
given in the will that the younger son Abraham might 
inherit the property at Boreham and Ingatestone. He 
probably made the crossing with the Winthrop fleet in 
1629, as he became freeman of Massachusetts Bay on 18 
May 1031 [New England Hist. and Gen. Register, 3:91], 
and he was admitted as the eleventh member of Boston 
First Church. 

He is alleged by Savage [Genealogical Dictionary of 
New England, 2:354), by Pope [Pioneers of Mass., 212], 
and by Banks [Planters of the Commonwealth, p. 70], to 
have married, first, the widow Philippa Hammond, but 
this marriage is not recorded in the Vital Records of 
Boston and I do not know what evidence these worthy 
gentlemen had. I suspect, however, that the abbrevia- 
tion "Mrs." has been mistaken to indicate a married 


woman, and that Philippa was not previously married. 
If so, she may possibly have been a daughter of Edmond 
Hamonde of Debden, co. Essex, yeoman, who was licensed 
to marry on 19 Jan. 1585/6, Philippa Birde, spinster, 
also of Debden, daughter of Philip Birde of the same 
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found the record of his appointment, if t 
itary office. On 19 Sept. 106037 ([ibid. 1:20: 
Harding was on the grand jury, and on 28 June 

was a witness to the deed of Masconnet to John¢ Win- 
throp (ibid. 5:351) 

Before 6 Oct. 163 Rbt Harding had been a selectman 
of Boston as on that date he was stated in the minutes 
to be now in Virginia and was replaced by M® John Cogan 
\Second "eport of the Boston Record Commissioners, 1902, 
Pp. 2], bu; by 25 Nov. 1636, he was back on the job ([p. 
13}, and continued to appear in these records many times 
thereafter. In Mr. John Cogan, Boston merchant, see 
New England Hist. and Gen. Register, 111:10-16. 
~ He and his first wife Philippa were involved in the 
antinomian controversy in the years 1037 to 16039. Robt 
Harding was among the fifty-nine persons to be disarmed 
at Boston, 20 Nov. 1637 [Records of Mass. Bay, 1:212). 
Fnsigne Harding had liberty till next court, 12 March 
1637/8 1:226]. Mr. Robert Hardinge, upon sub- 
mission and acknowledgment to M* Wilson, was discharged 
on 6 June 1639 [ibid. 1:262]. On 22 May 1639, MTS Har- 
ding was respited to next court, to be dealt with by 
Mr Cotton, M? Wilson and the church to see if she may 
be convinced, and give satisfaction [ibid. 1:259]. This 
experience may have determined them to remove to Rhode 
Island, but they were still in Boston when, on 30 May 
16039, Lechford prepared a power of attorney for Robert 
Feake [on whom sée N.Y. Gen. and Biog. Record, 86:212- 
221] to Robert Harding of Boston, merchant [p. 
the manuscript, p. 78 of the printed version]. 

June 16039 he prepared another for Richard Collacott 
Robert Harding [p. 58 of the manuscript, p. 90 of 
printed version]. Shortly after 2 Oct. 16039 he prepar- 
ed a deed for Robert Harding of Boston, mercer, which 
conveyed various small parcels of land in the Boston 
area to Sergt. Tho Savage, for a consideration of &£/ 
10/5 [p. 129 of the manuscript, p. 206 in print], and 
on 12 Mar. 1639/40 he prepared another deed whereby 
Robert Harding conveyed the ground where his house stood 
to Robert Keayne, Richard Parker and John Cogan [p. 142 
of manuscript, p. 235 in print]. Finally, on 7 Nov. 
1640, he made out a lease for Captain Robert Harding of 
Newport to William Withington of Portsmouth, both on 
the Island of Aquidneck, giving the details of an agree- 
ment between them for the farming of property in Rhode 
Island [p. 182 of manuscript, p. 333 in print]. 

The first appearance of Robert Harding in Rhode I[s- 
land records, however, is dated 23 Aug. 16038 when Mr. 
Harding was present at a General Meeting at Portsmouth 
(Howard M. Chapin, Documentary History of Rhode Island, 
2:42—my thanks are due G. Andrews Moriarty, Esq., for 
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copying out the items from a work not available to me), 
and on the same date Mr. Harding was one of the friends 
of Mr. Stephen Dummer for whom 13 lots on the west side 
of the spring were granted [ibid. 2:43]. At a general 
court for the Aquidneck government held at Portsmouth, 
16 Mar. 1641/2 [ibid. 2:107; J. R. Bartlett, Rhode Is- 
land Court Records, 1:110, 112], Mr. Rotert Harding was 
chosen one of the assistants and treasurers. Ina dis- 
pute over theological matters Mr. Clark, Mr. Lenthall, 
Mr. Harding, and some others, dissented from the views 
of Nicholas Easton, Mr. Coddington, Mr. Coggeshall and 
others (Winthrop, Journal, 2:41]. Mr. Robert Harding 
was an assistant on the court roll of freemen elected 
16 Mar. 1641/2 [Chapin, op. cit. 2:119]. At a general 
court at Newport on 19 Sept. lo\2 Mr. Harding was named 
on an important committee to secure a patent and to 
write to Sir Henry Vane concerning the same [ibid. 2: 
126]. At A Quarter Sessions Court at Portsmouth, 7 
Mar. 1642/3, an order was made that standard measures 
for the peck and half-peck were to be made for each 
town equal to Mr. Harding's sealed measure. On the 
Same date there was an action in the case of Wm With- 
ringto[n] against Robert Harding of Newport and Wm 
Withington regarding their controversies, that they en- 
gage to deliver £100 apiece to Mr. Wm Brenton, Mr. John 
Porter, and Mr. John Clarke, and to abide by their de- 
cision in all the controversies between the petitioners, 
and one Robert Hobbs and the petitioners. The petition 
was accepted on 8 Sept. 1643. Each delivered to the 
other an assumpsit of blew wampum, binding their lands 
and goods to the performance of the award. Captain 
Harding was on the petit jury at a Quarter Sessions 
Court at Newport, 3 Dec. 1643 [ibid. 2:149]. Cotton, 
in his summing up of the disagreement of the Aquidneck 
settlers with the Boston church, says that Mrs. Harding 
and Mrs. [Mary] Dyer still desired communion with the 
Boston church [ibid. 2:90]. 

If we can believe Savage, Robert Harding went home 
to England in November 1646 and was a merchant in Lon- 
don in 1651. However that may be, he was mentioned as 
at Boston from April 1646 to 5 Oct. 1650 [Report of the 
Boston Record Commissioners, 32:20, 22, 30 f., /0, Ql, 
Su, 98, 100, 100, lll, 145-7, 150, 188, 198, 218, 2y9, 
3u4, 40S], which show that in that period he was ac- 
tively engaged in business in Boston. 

On 21 June 1650 it is recorded [Records of Mass. Bay 
3:21] that Captayne Robt Hardinge had lent £5 to Mr. 
Winslow [of Plymouth] two years before. In 1653 "Capt. 
Robert Harding, then of Ratcliff, London, brought a 
prize ship to Nantasket and was arrested by Massachu- 
setts authorities on suspicion of piracy. He proved 
the ship to be Dutch and after delay was released" 
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[Coll. Conn. Hist. Soc., 21:xxxv f.]. Whether this was 
our man is uncertain but on 17-18 Oct. 16054 Capt. Har- 
ding et al. were released from their bonds to this 
[Massachusetts General] Court [Records of Mass. Bay, 2: 
361; 3:206]), and on 22 Nov. 1654 he was released from 
his bond [ibid. 3:218]. 

The death of Robert Harding probably took place be- 
tween the last date named and 1 Mar. 1657/8, on which 
day a deed (Suffolk Deeds, 3:123] mentions property of 
the late Capt. Robert Harding. Whether he had any is- 
sue by any of his three wives is uncertain, but it is 
possible that the following was a son by the first 
wife. No probate has been found.

3. Ann or Hannah Harding, elder surviving daughter 
of John Harding by his first wife Mary, was born prob- 
ably between 1611 and 1613. She probably became of age 
by St. Stephen's Day [26 Dec.) 1634, on which day she 
was to get part of her inheritance from her father's 
will. By May 1635 she had married Thomas! Buttolph, 
born ca. 16003, perhaps at Raynham, Norfolk, England, a 
glover. Tho: Buttolph aged 32 and wife Ann aged 24 
came on the Abigail, Richard Hackwell, Master, in May 
1635 [John Camden Hotten, Original Lists, p. 73; C. E. 
Banks, Planters of the Commonwealth, p.p. 101-167). 
Hannah Buttall is called sister in the will of Eliza- 
beth Bridgham, widow of Henry, dated 2 Aug. 1672 [Su- 
preme Judicial Court file 117-4], and Thomas Buttolph's 
will calls Henry Bridgham his brother. From these 
facts Mr. Bassette deduced his wrong opinion that Ann 
Buttolph was a sister of Henry Bridgham [op. cit., p. 
133]. What the relationship was between Thomas But- 
tolph and the John farker whom he calls kinsman in his 
will is unknown to me. John White, servant to Thomas 
Buttolph, Sr., died at Boston 22 Sept. 160603. 
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James Johnson of Boston, glover, conveyed to Thomas 
Buttolph on 14 Nov. l6O4-, recorded 7 Apr. 165y [Suffolk 
beeds, 2:10}, 3.5 acres in the centry field, mentioned 
also in Buttolph's will. Thomas Buttolph of Boston, 
glover, and wife Ann, conveyed to Dean Winthrop on 18 
Oct. 1059, recorded 4 July 1660 [ibid. 3:380]. Thomas 
Buttolph died at Boston between 25 May 1667 and 18 June 
16607, dates of execution and probation of his will |New 
England Hist. and Gen. Register, 16:159 f.]. His wife 
died at Boston on 10 Oct. 1680, and was buried at the 
Granary Burying Ground, gravestone giving the age as 8, 
probably an error for 68. She dated her will 17 Sept. 
1680, probated 10 Nov. 1680. A typed genealogy of this 
family was compiled by the late W. H. Eldridge of Twin 
Falls, Idaho, copy on file in the library of the New 
Eng'd Historic Genealogical Society. The name was la- 
ter, in many instances, corrupted to Buttles, and a 
family of that name is commemorated by Buttles Avenue, 
Columbus, Ohio, as I was told in 1938 by the late Guy 
Buttolph, formerly Buttles, of Gambier, Ohio. Irving 
Street, Boston, was once called Buttolph Street.

Le Abraham? Harding, younger son of John Harding of 
Boreham, Essex, by his first wife Mary, was mentioned 
as a minor in his father's will on 1 Sept. 16031 when he 
was bequeathed £80. By 28 Aug. 1640 he was of age and 
at Boston when he made his letter of attorney which at- 
tempted to collect the unpaid balance of £77, as we 
have seen, from his stepmother the executrix. Savage 
[2:353-5] says he was of Dedham, perhaps of Braintree, 
and Pope [211 f.] calls him a glover and planter, of 
Boston, Braintree, and Medfield. Thus far, we have not 
found him at Dedham or Braintree, but as he was brother- 
in-law of another glover, Thomas Buttolph, it would be 
reasonable to find him one also. 

He died at Medfield, Mass., 22 Mar. 1054/5, leaving 
an imperfect nuncupative will written on the margin of 
an inventory of his estate taken on 6 Apr. 1655 by 
Thomas Weight, Robert Hensdell, and Ralph Wheelocke, 
which came to £322/9 [New England Hist. & Gen. Registey 
9:35]. The will places the whole estate in his wife's 
hands for ten years, mentions an unborn child, leaves 
son John a double portion. Administration was granted 
at Boston, 24 Apr. 1655, to the widow Elizabeth Harding, 
"to see this imperfect will performed as neere as may 
be." When the ten years were up, a petition was made 
on 1 Oct. 1665 [ibid. 16:160] by Tho: Buttolph, Jo. and 
Elizabeth Frarye, and Jo. Hardinge, to settle the es- 
tate. Meanwhile, John Frarye Jr. had married blizabeth 
Hardinge, relict of Abraham Hardinge, and he had brought 
up four children, the eldest being John, now aged 2l. 
The estate is to be divided, John to have all the re- 
alty which with £19 of other estate amounts to £172, 
this covering John's double portion [£86] and the por- 
tions of two of the other children [£43 each] for which 
John gave surety. The court approved and John Frarye 
was appointed guardian of the daughter Elizabeth Har- 
ding, giving security for her portion of £43. 

As stated, the wife of Abraham Harding was named 
Elizabeth, and Mr. Eldridge wrongly identifies her as 
the Elizabeth Harding aged 12 who came on the Abigail 
in May 16035, the ship on which the Buttolphs also came, 
but this passenger was surely the later wife of Henry 
Bridgham |infra]. The maiden name of Abraham Harding's 
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wife remains, therefore, to be discovered. She married 
second, at Medfield, 25 Dec. 1656, John Frary or Frairy 
Jr., who died at Medfield on 28 Mar. 1670. In his will 
dated 27 Mar. 1670, with inventory dated 19 Apr. 1670 
[ibid. 48:459], he mentions his wife Elizabeth and his 
own two daughters, “when the youngest comes to 14"; 
then leaves £5 to Abraham Harding, wife's son, and 40s. 
to Mary Harding, her daughter. Wife's son John Harding 
is also mentioned. 

Elizabeth ( )(Harding) Frary married third, Dea- 
con Thomas Dyer of Weymouth, place and date not discov- 
ered, and not recorded at either Medfield or Weymouth. 
There was no issue by the third marriage. The will of 
Elizabeth Dyer, widow of lhomas, was dated 20 Nov.1670, 
probated 31 Jan. 1678/9 [Pope, 148], and mentions sons 
Abraham Harding and John Harding; daughter Elizabeth 
Adams; son Joseph Dyer [really both stepson and son-in- 
law}; daughter Prudence (i.e. Prudence Frary)j. The 
heirs of John Frary made an agreement on 3 Feb. 1679/80 
which shows the Harding children as John, Abraham, E- 
lizabeth (wife of Eleazer Adams), Mary(wife of Samuel 
Barber); and the Frary children as Hannah (wife of Jo- 
seph Dyer) and Prudence (wife of Henry Adams). On the 
Frarys see Donald Lines Jacobus and Edgar F. Waterman, 
Hale, House and Related Families (Hartford 1952), 543- 
550. The children of John and Elizabeth ( )(Har- 
ding) Frary, births all recorded at Medfield, were:

Mr. Bassette (loc. cit.) claims that Abraham Harding 
was an ancestor of President Warren Gamaliel Harding. 
While I have undertaken no extensive research on this 
question, I am strongly inclined to doubt the statenent. 
See Clara Gardiner Miller, "Ancestry of President Har- 
ding in Relation to the Harding's [sic] of Wyoming Val- 
ley and Clifford, Pa." [Proc. & Coll. Wyoming Hist. & 
yeological Society, 21:1-46].

5. Elizabeth1 Harding, youngest of the surviving 
children of John Harding by his first wife Mary, was 
baptized at Boreham, Essex, 18 March 1622/3. She came 
to America on the ship Abigail in May 1635, the same 
ship on which her brother-in-law and sister, Thomas and 
Ann (Harding) Buttolph, arrived, though she is not in- 
cluded in their family in the passenger list. She 
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brought with her a certificate from the Little Minories, 
London, and was aged 12 [Hotten, op. cit., p. 73; and 
Banks, op. cit., p. 167). Pope (212) says, without 
citing evidence, that she came as a maid servant to 
Capt. Edward Gibbons, but he was not on the same ship. 
Mr. Eldridge identifies the passenger as the wife of 
her brother Abraham, also named Elizabeth, but this is 
impossible. Elizabeth Harding was admitted to Boston 
First Church on 17 Feb. 1643/4, when just of age, and 
probably soon afterward married Henry Bridgham, bap- 
tized at Thelnetham, Suffolk, England, 9 May 1613, died 
at Boston, Mass., between 8 Nov. 1670 and 31 Mar. 1671, 
son of Henry and Ursula (Brett) Bridgham, on whom see 
John Insley Coddington's excellent article [supra, 33: 
113-120, esp. pp. 117-120). Elizabeth (Harding) Bridg- 
ham died testate, her will being dated 2 Aug. 1672, 
probated 5 Nov. 1672, in which she mentions among oth- 
ers her sister Hannah Buttall. 

William Aspinwall prepared three letters of attorney 
{in the printed Notarial Records, pp. 11, 13, 15, the 
word "lettre" is read as "tre." What Aspinwall evident- 
ly wrote was an abbreviation of "lettre" in which the 
'l' and 't' occupy the same space. There is, to my 
knowledge and that of my colleagues in the Law School 
faculty of Drake University, nothing in law called a 
"tre of attorney."] for Henry Bridgham and wife Eliza- 
beth, in each of which it is recorded that Elizabeth 
was a daughter of John Harding of Boreham in Essex, 
yeoman, deceased, who had left her the sum of £80. 

This sum was assigned by these letters as follows: (a) 
on 29 Nov. 1645, £56 to ffrancis Lyle of Boston in New 
England, chirurgeon (p. 11); (b) on 10 Dec. 1645, £15/ 
10 to MP W™ Brenton of Aquednick in Narrowgansett (p. 
13); (c) on 17 Dec. 1645, £8/10 to MT Allexander Poll- 
ington, Haberdasher of hatts in Lombard streete neere 
the white horse Tavern (p. 13). Apparently the Bridg- 
hams were now attempting to pay bills owed to these 
three persons by assigning Elizabeth's uncollected leg- 
acy, and Lyle and Brenton may have been contemplating 

a trip to England. These letters are probably Mr. Bas- 
sette's reason for saying lop. cit., p. 113] that Eliz- 
abeth's parents were in 1645 living at Boreham, though, 
of course, nothing is said of her mother in them, and 
both parents had been dead for about fifteen years or 
more. 

Henry and Elizabeth (Harding) Bridgham had nine sons 
born at Boston 1645-1664, named John, Jonathan, Joseph, 
Benjamin, Hopestill, Nathaniel, Samuel, a second Nath- 
aniel, and James, for an account of whom see Mr. Cod- 
dington's article cited above, pages 119-120 of volume 
33 of The American Genealogist. 


EVALUATION OF GENEALOGICAL WRITERS 


Under the above title it is planned to publish from time to 
time an evaluation of the work of genealogical writers whose pub- 
lications are of either general or sectional reference value. 
This will be limited to prolific authors or those who have com 
piled important and widely-used works in the genealogical field. 
Those who produced a single family history cannot be considered 
in this series. 


I. JAMES SAVAGE 
1784—1873 


The publication of Savage's Genealogical Dictionary 
of New England (4 vols., 1860-62) did much to encourage 
genealogical studies in the years that followed, and 
during the better part of a century it has remained a 
standard reference work. Savage was a scholar and he 
handled his gigantic task with great ability and criti- 
cal acumen. 

It is well to remember, however, that such studies 
were in their infancy at the time the Dictionary ap- 
peared and that Savage worked with very inadequate ma- 
terials. The four great volumes are a synthesis of all 
that had appeared in print on the subject up to that 
time. Savage did little if any research personally, 
not even in Boston where he lived. He did conduct a 
wide correspondence with other genealogical students 
in different parts of New England, and obtained from 
them data relating to their localities which he wove 
into the texture of his work. In some sections he did 
not have a correspondent; in others he obtained data 
from searchers whose ability varied greatly. In con- 
sequence, the families of some localities are well rep- 
resented, while those of other localities are neglected 
or meagerly set forth. Also, many errors were made for 
which Savage was not personally responsible. It can be 
said, most emphatically, that he generally made the 
best possible use of data supplied to him, and that his 
judgment when weighing evidence often led him to sur- 
prisingly accurate conclusions. 

So much study has been devoted to so many of the New 
England families since the Dictionary was published, 
and so much additional or more detailed information is 
now available in print, that this great work is now 
used chiefly as a guide to the distribution of surnames 
in the early New England towns. When there is no ade- 
quate genealogy of a family in print, the first step 
may well be to consult Savage, but it shoulda be only 
the first step of many. It is no detraction to say 
that time has made the famous Dictionary obsolescent. 

One warning should perhaps be given to those who are 
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not very familiar with the Dictionary and its author. 
Savage's usual sound judgment was now and then swayed 
by his prejudices, and when his comments are argumenta- 
tive or contentious, it is well to make an independent 
appraisal of the matter at issue or to look for more 
recent studies of it in print. Despite his "strong re- 
ligious faith" [vide brief biography in New England 
Hist. & Gen. Register, 68:23], traces of an anticleri- 
cal bias crop out. Savage kept a perpetual calendar by 
his hand, against which he checked all dates of baptism 
and whenever an alleged baptismal date failed to fall 
on a Sunday, he called attention to the supposed error. 
In several places he is very severe in criticizing the 
Rev. John Davenport of New Haven for gross carelessness 
on the assumption that all New England clergymen inva- 
riably performed the rite on the Lord's Day. Although 
that was the preferred practice, and certainly so in 
the case of Mr. Davenport, it was by no means univer- 
sal, and sick or weak children, in danger of "non-con- 
tinuance," were often baptized on weekdays. 

The Rev. Cotton Mather was Savage's bete noire and 
he lambastes that worthy on every possible occasion, 
often without just provocation. Thus, in his account 
of the Rev. Samuel Whiting, he actually misquotes poor 
Mather and then proves the impossibility of the mis- 
quoted statement which he calls "this gabble," whereas 
the statement Mather really made was absolutely correct. 
Another example is Savage's criticism of Mather's ac- 
count of the Rev. John Sherman's second wife—Mather 
did err here with regard to one or two details—but 
Savage calls the whole account a "fable" and refers to 
Mather's "bottomless credulity." Nevertheless, the main 
facts stated by Mather have since been verified and 
proved by English contemporaneous sources. 

Provided the searcher holds fast to his own critical 
faculty and does not merely copy from Savage without 
looking further, the great Dictionary remains useful 
and will always stand as a monument to its creator's 
scholarship and indefatigable labor. 


II. ORRA EUGENE MONNETTE 
187 3-19 36 


Mr. Monnette was trained as a lawyer and became a 
banker. Genealogy was his avocation and he pursued it 
with enthusiasm. An avid collector of genealogical 
books, manuscripts and records, a contributor to the 
Hull and other family histories, he is best known for 
First Settlers of ye Plantations of Piscataway and Wood 
bridge, Olde Bast New Jersey, 1664-1714 (1930-35), of 
which seven parts were published with an index imbedded 
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somewhere in the middle of the seventh part. 

His likable personality, his industry, and his pro- 
liferous outpouring of books and letters to correspon- 
dents, gave Mr. Monnette a position in the genealogical 
world which the quality of his productions did little 
to sustain. His energy was enormous, his imagination 
fertile, his pertinacity unexcelled. His legal train- 
ing did not, unfortunately, aid him in weighing evi- 
dence impartially, and his conclusions were often at 
variance with the evidence. Rather, his attitude was 
that of an attorney defending his client. Once he had 
expressed an opinion or conclusion, that view became 
his client, and he would maintain and defend it to the 
end. 

This trait embroiled him in many controversies, in 
which he was often worsted but never admitted defeat. 
Early in his genealogical career he accepted the al- 
leged ancestry abroad of Richard Higgins of Eastham, 
Mass., as supplied to him by a lady who stated that she 
obtained it from a specified professional genealogist, 
and he contributed it for publication to the New York 
Genealogical and Biographical Record (46:387 f.]. Three 
years later (1916) Mrs. Katharine Chapin Higgins, a 
capable compiler, issued a history of the family, and 
in a supplement published posthumously in 1924 she 
stated, "The pedigree quoted from Mr. Monnette, al- 
though given in good faith, is a fraudulent compilation 

..-Readers of the Higgins Genealogy should utterly 
disregard this Monnette pedigree." 

Now Mrs. Higgins had spent years studying this one 
family, she had doubtless tried to verify the alleged 
English pedigree, and she had presumably ascertained 
the reputation of the professional to whom it had been 
ascribed. However, Mr. Monnette flew to the defense of 
the deflated pedigree (Record, 57:298] and years later, 
in Early Settlers, makes several references to it. Thus 
in a bibliography (page 320), in listing Mrs. Higgins's 
book he states, “based on previous publication of Orra 
Eugene Monnette," though his own publication was of the 
first three generations only, while the genealogy is a 
book of 793 pages. The exposure of the English pedi- 
gree he had sponsored he refers to (page 419) as "a 
difference of opinion." But (page 687) it becomes 
"this uncalled for criticism of his unselfish and help- 
ful authorship, which laid the foundation and made pos- 
sible the production of the formal genealogy, without 
occasion, except envy over the prior production," 


and 
characterizes it as "reprehensible in the extreme." And 
again (page 828), referring to the last diatribe, he 
writes, "Her injustice to the writer has been hit hard." 
This example has been given to indicate that much 
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controversial matter will be found in Mr. Monnette's 
books of a merely personal nature ana without bearing 
on the genealogical facts under discussion. It was his 
unfortunate method, when errors could no longer be suc- 
cessfully defended, to resort to personalities, of which 
the Higgins case cited above is perhaps the most glar- 
ing example. Another is his Lawrence controversy with 
Mr. Howard S. F. Randolph while the latter, a fine gen- 
ealogist, was editor of the New York Genealogical and 
Biographical Record. 

Mr. Monnette seemed to delight in fanciful identifi- 
cations, entirely without evidence and often contrary 
to the evidence. Any number of these could be cited 
but a very few examples must suffice. He insisted that 
Capt. Robert Seeley was really a Cilley and upbraided 
the present writer (page 865) for "adhering wrongly to 
the above spelling" although both the present writer 
and the family genealogist had thoroughly canvassed the 
original records of the early generations, and his only 

evidence" was citation (page 806) of 15th century rec- 
ords of a Cely family without anything whatever to show 
any connection with the colonial Capt. Robert Seeley. 
Of Matthias Hatfield he wrote (page 828), "He was cred- 
ited with being a son of Thomas Hatfield of Leyden" — 
note the curious expression "credited"; credited by 
whom and on what evidence? The contemporary Winthrop 
called him "a high duchman of Dantsick" [Danzig] in his 
Medical Journal [p. 507]. He insisted with vehemence 
that Henry Crabb of Maryland was son of Richard Crabb 
of Long Island (pages 412-413, 688), although readily 
available and acceptable evidence indicates clearly 
that the latter died childless. He correctly states 
(page 709) the wife of Stephen Freeman as Hannah Ast- 
wood, but after the last name places "Atwood" in a par- 
enthesis and capitalized. What does it mean? That he 
"suesses" Astwood to be the same as Atwood? It was not. 

The genuine records found here and there throughout 
the books, sometimes almost buried beneath the weight 
of irrelevant and speculative matter, are often useful 
and valuable. Many items are also included, copied un- 
critically from many sources, good, bad, or indifferent, 
and often overlaid with the author's opinions expressed 
with great positiveness and greater verbosity. These 
defects make it necessary for the careful genealogist 
to use Mr. Monnette's books chiefly for clues, and it 
is unwise to accept anything as a statement of proved 
fact unless independently verified from actual record 
sources or from generally dependable printed sources.

RICHARD! MILES OF HERTFORDSHIRE, ENGLAND 
AND NEW HAVEN, CONNECTICUT, AND HIS FAMILY

The contributors wish to thank Mr. A. B. Stickney of 
Pittsburgh, Pa., for pointing out that the parish of 
Ardeley, co. Hertford (called "Yardley" or "Yardeley" 
in the sixteenth and early seventeenth centuries), 
which lies a little more than three miles northwest of 
Great Munden, was a "marrying parish," in that its Par- 
ish Registers contain many times the number of marri- 
ages that its baptisms and burials would justify, most 
of them marriages of couples from neighboring parishes. 
The Ardeley Marriages were printed by W.P.W. Phillimore 
in his Hertfordshire Marriages, vol. 2, and the weddings 
from 1546 to 1650 cover pp. 2-9 of that volumes. On p. 
3, we find the marriage of "Thomas Mylles & Elizabeth 
Eacre, 2 Dec. 1562," and lower on the same page, that 
of "Richard Myles & Jone Bawcocke, 31 May 1579." In 
neither case is the home parish of the parties stated. 

In the previous chapter of this article, supra, 33: 
134, we mentioned Thomas Miles or Myles of Great Mun- 
den, yeoman, who, with his wife Elizabeth, conveyed by 
fine dated Jan. 1569/70, and who were (we think) the 
parents of Richard, Henry, James, Joan, Emme, Ellen and 
Elizabeth Miles. The second son Henry was a bachelor 
and in his will dated 28 Apr. 1602 he bequeathed 20s. 
to the poor of his own parish of "Much" [Great] Munden, 
and 5s. to the poor of Yardley. The latter bequest 
would be quite natural if Yardley [Ardeley] were his 
mother's native parish. We think it not unlikely, 
therefore, that Thomas Miles of Great Munden married 
Flizabeth Eacre of Ardeley on 2 Dec. 1562 at Ardeley, 
and that they lived at Great Munden and became the par- 
ents of the three sons and four daughters named above, 
and we also think they were the grandparents of Rich- 
ardl Miles, the settler in New Haven, though record 
proof is lacking. The relationship between the rest of 
the family and the Richard Myles who married Jone Baw- 
cocke at Ardeley in 1579 remains uncertain. 

The surname Eacre, like Miles, is variously spelled. 
Acre, Acres, Aker, Akers, Eacre and Eaycre are some of 
the variants. But the name seems to have been rare in 
Hertfordshire, and no one bearing this name was taxed 
at "Yardley" in the Lay Subsidy of 1545 [The Herts Gen- 


ealogist and Antiguary, vol. l, p. 353].

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THE WIDOW POTTER-BEECHER OF NEW HAVEN

The will of Hannah Beacher of New Haven, dated 13 
June 1657 and signed by mark, after giving 20 shillings 
apiece to John Potter, Hannah Blackly wife to Samuell 
Blackly and to Samuell Potter (each of the three de- 
scribed as "my Grandchild"), left one third part of the 
rest of her estate to "my son Jsaac Beacher" and two 
thirds to "my Eldest son W™ Potter, makeing him my Ex- 
ecuto? desireing him to be as a ffather to his younger 
Brother, & his children..." [New Haven Probate Records, 
vol. 1, part 1, p. 80). 

Other records prove that the three grandchildren be- 
longed to a John Potter who had died in New Haven early 
and the natural conclusion is that Hannah had been the 
wife first of a Potter by whom she had sons William and 
John, and second of a Beecher by whom she had the son 
Isaac. However, there were several earlier mentions in 
New Haven records of "Widow Potter" and "Widow Beecher" 
both referred to at times as "the midwife," and the va- 
rious writers on the family have been confused by this 
and supposed two women instead of one were meant. The 
late James Shepard in an article in 1900 [New England 
Hist. and Gen. Register, vol. 54, pp. 20-21] refers to 
"widow Potter the midwife" who early had a family of 
two persons and appears in the records 1641-1646 and 
concludes that she "has often been confounded with the 
widow Beecher, but the records ciearly show that they 
were two different persons." He also strongly suggests 
that the Isaac Beecher named as son in the above will 
of Hannah Beecher was only a stepson. 

Mary Walton Ferris, in Dawes-Gates Ancestral Lines, 
vol. 2 (1931), p. 671, states that Hannah is first re- 
corded in New Haven in March 1650/1 as "Widdow Beecher 
y® midwife" and omits any reference to earlier mentions 
of Widow Fotter the midwife; and she also infers that a 
"“widdow Potter the midwife" whose house was to be mend- 
ed at a later date (which she omits) was Elizabeth the 
widow of Hannah's son John Potter. That is impossible 
because the date of this record is 16051; John Potter 
had died by 1643 and his widow Elizabeth had married 
Edward Parker in the early summer of 1646. 

Other writers have come to other conclusions. But 
let us see what the records actually show. 

William Potter, aged 27, with wife "Francis," aged 
26, and Joseph Potter, 20 weeks, were enrolled 1 July 
1635 to come over on the Abigail [Hotten's Original 
Lists, pp. 97-98]. We lack information as to when the 
mother and brothers of William came, but they probably 
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followed not long after, and the entire group joined 
the colonists who settled New Haven. Here on 4 June 
1639 both William and John Potter signed the "funda- 
mental agreement" [New Haven Colony Records, 1:13, 17]. 
A list of persons and estates was early drawn up and 
copied into the record book in 1643, but it can be dem- 
onstrated that the list should be dated about 1639-40 
[ibid., 1:91-93]. In this we find "Wid: Potter" with a 
household of 2 persons and an estate of £30; and di- 
rectly under her name appears that of Joh: Potter, with 
4 persons and an estate of £25. Further down the list 
we find Will Potter, with 4 persons and an estate of 
£40. 

It is my interpretation that Hannah, although cor- 
rectly “Widow Beecher" at this time, was thought of in 
the earlier years in connection with her adult sons, 
William and John Potter, and hence was often referred 
to loosely as "Widow Potter," which of course she had 
been before she married Beecher. In the list she was 
entered immediately before her son John Potter, and the 
two persons in her household were herself and her son 
Isaac Beecher, then a boy. All the later records fall 
neatly into line if this interpretation is accepted. 

Sister Potter the midwife is named in the seating of 
the meeting house, 10 Mar. 1646/7 [ibid., 1:30\4]; it 
should be noted that "W™ Pottrs wife” was assigned a 
seat of her own; while John Potter's widow had changed 
her name to Parker at least some months before. This 
is shown by a record showing that in June 1646 the 
church had objected to the marriage of "widdow Potter" 
to Edward Parker, together with a record of July 1646 
to the effect that Edward Parker and his wife desired 
to invest John Potter's two sons in the right of their 
father's land and house, and to bestow a heifer on Han- 
nah [ibid., 1:247, 262]. The objection of the church 
seems to have been that Edward Parker was not a church 
member. The marriage nevertheless took place in June 
or July 1646, but neither of the Parkers had a seat in 
the meeting house in March 1646/7. It will be noted 
that Parker's three stepchildren in the above record 
were the three grandchildren later named in Hannah Bee- 
cher's will. 

On 6 Aug. 1650 "Widdow Potter" was fined for a gap 
in her fence; on 10 Mar. 1650/1 the Town was to pay for 
making 5 or 6 rod of fence for "Widdow Beecher y® mid- 
wife; on 4 Aug. 16051, the Town voted to pay for mending 
"“widdow Potter the midwives house" [the editor in a 
footnote erroneously states that this refers to Eliza- 
beth, widow of John Potter, but we have shown that she 
had married Parker long before this]; "Widdow Beecher" 
testified to a nuncupative will, 4 Nov. 1651; on 4 May 
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1652, "“Goodwife Beecher, y® midwife" testified in a 
fornication case; and at the new seating of the meeting 
house, 1l Feb. 1655/6, "Goodwife Beecher y® elder" was 
permitted to sit with four other women "in y® Ally.... 
for convenience of Hearing"—her son Isaac was married 
long before this date, but his wife was not a member 
and, although Isaac himself was given a seating against 
"ye Souldio’s Seats," and "Goodw. Beacher" (surely his 
wife) had a seating in 1661/2, Isaac's children were 
not baptized in infancy. [New Haven Town Records 1649- 
1662, pp. 43, 67, 80, 96, 124, 274, 513-7] 

It is my strong belief that only one woman is involv- 
ed in the above records, a midwife who was mother of 
William and John Potter and of Isaac Beecher. She was 
long thought of as mother of the two adult Potters and 
as the Widow Potter, but sometimes correctly called 
Widow Beecher and the latter designation was more con- 
sistently used after her boy Isaac Beecher was grown. 
Note particularly that after the Widow Potter was fined 
for a gap in her fence, the Town, realizing the value 
of her services, ordered the Treasurer to pay for mak- 
ing several rods of fence for Widow Beecher the midwife 
and a year later for mending the house of Widow Potter 
the midwife. 

Any other interpretation leaves us with insoluble 
problems. If a Widow Potter was here from 1639 to 1651, 
with a family of two in 1639-40, who was she? No re- 
lationship is shown to the two adult male Potters, yet 
their mother, the Widow Beecher, was a midwife like the 
Widow Potter. And what became of this Widow Potter? 
After 1651 she disappears without a trace; yet she had 
an estate and a house. If she was a separate individu- 
al, then Widow Beecher fails to appear in New Haven un- 
til 1651, there is no record of a grant of land to her, 
yet in the 1651 record she had a fence, and when she 
died in 1659 she had property here to leave to her Pot- 
ter and Beecher heirs. 

On 4 Dec. 1655, Isaac Beecher bought from John Pot- 
ter (acting for himself and his brother Samuel) "the 
house and home lott...that was his fathers" [ibid., 1: 
258, 261]. On 3 Feb. 1656/7, "Isack Beecher passeth 
ouer to Humphery Spening the house and home lot that he 
bought of John Potter, lying next y® lot of Wid. Bee- 
cher" [ibid., 1:300]. In short, Isaac Beecher bought 
the homestead of his older half-brother, John Potter, 
from the latter's sons, and when he sold it, it was de- 
scribed as next to Widow Beecher's lot. This tallies 
with the 1639-40 list in which it was Widow Potter who 
was entered above John Potter. Finally, in a 1704 dis- 
tribution, Isaac's son John Beecher had land set out on 
"his granmother potter lst purchase R[igh]t."

A few comments are in order to make clear the proof 
of the above line. The trail was picked up with the 
discovery of the will of John Kent of Charlotte Town- 
ship, Dutchess Co., N.Y., presented before the Provi- 
dence Town Council in June 1780. In the will Kent left 
his estate for the support of the poor children of 
Providence. In the same month Deacon Joseph Stone of 
Cranston entered an objection to the will before th 
[Town Council on behalf of his wife Anna, as sister to 
Kent and the only rightful heir. 

Depositions on file made clear that Kent, apparently 
unmarried and leaving only his sister, disliked his 
brother-in-law and was determined that Stone would en- 
joy none of his estate. Unfortunately the will had 
been sent back to Dutchess County for probate and thus 
far has not been found, anda the outcome of the dispute 
hence cannot be stated. Providence vital records show: 
"John Kent, son of Mr. John Kent and Waite, his wife, 
born Feb. 10th day, 1722," recorded 9 May 1762 in John- 
ston, R.I. [This identifies the parents of John Kent, 
Jr., and of his sister, Anna (Kent) Stone. Since she 
was called Waterman in the record of her marriage to 
Stone, it would appear that she wa3 a young widow of a 
Waterman, and she was not definitely placed as born a 
Waterman in The Waterman Family, supra, 3:33, 123-4. 

My wife discovered a deed in Glocester, R.I., which 
clarifies the parentage of Waite Kent, mother of Anna. 
The deed, made 13 Mar. 1728/9 and recorded 27 Mar.17u44, 
was from Jeremiah Brown of Providence, "son of Henry 
Brown of Providence, deceased November 1727," conveying 
to Waite Kent of Providence a half right in undivided 
or common land west of the Seven Mile Line, "which land 
did originally belong to Pardon Tillinghast, dec'd, and 
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said half right according to the late law of the colony 
was devisable between me and my sister, Wait Kent of 
the town of Providence, whose maiden name was Waite 
Brown, daughter of said Henry Brown, but although by 
said law she had right to some part of the said half 
right in common or undivided land yet she desireth as- 
surance of the same from me, and I being freely willing 
to do so and also that she should have a larger share 
than the law would allow her for the benefit of herself 
and her family, I the above Jeremiah Brown.....release 
and quitclaim to my sister Wait Kent, the wife of John 
Kent, of said town and to her heirs and assigns 1/70 
acres of land to be laid out near the half right of 
common, and also a half of a small lot of land which 
lieth adjoining the colony of Connecticut and the col- 
ony of Rhode Island, lately laid out by Elisha Knowlton, 
surveyor." 

Thus the will dispute and the above deed prove that 
Deacon Joseph Stone's wife was Anna Kent, daughter of 
John and Waite (Browne) Kent and granddaughter of Henry 
and Dorothy Browne. Evidaently the descendants had a 
vague but inaccurate idea of the Browne ancestry, for 
in Cutter's Genealogies of Central New York several 
pages were devoted to the family of Nathan and Abigail 
(Stone) Salisbury and the statement was made that Abi- 
gail's grandmother was descended from the Browns of 
Providence who founded Brown University; but that was 
the Chad Brown line, not the Henry line, so the tradi- 
tion is right as to the surname but wrong as to the 
fami ly .

Warwick, R.I., Deed Book 12, p. 41l, has a deed 5 
Sept. 1791 from William and Esther Francis of Dighton, 
Bristol Co., William and Mary Waterman and Jeremiah and 
Ruth Wilcocks of Foster, and Bethany Needham of Ston- 
ington, widow, to James Arnold, Jr., of Warwick, of 
land in Pawtuxet, Patience Knapp yielding right of dow- 
‘er. Since Esther Francis was Hester Knapp, presumably 
the daughter of David Knapp of Pawtuxet and wife Patj- 
ence Rhodes, daughter ol Zachariah’ Rhodes ( Jeremiah>, 
Zachariah) of Warwick and Smithfield, the other three 
(Mary, Ruth and Bethany) were probably also daughters 
of David and Patience (Rhodes) Knapp. William Waterman 
is probably the one numbered 7/7 in The Waterman Family, 
3:200-202, whose wife was unknown but who named a son 
nhnoaes.

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THE WILL OF SUSANNAH (WOOD) CLARK 
OF SOUTHAMPTON, SUFFOLK COUNTY, NEW YORK

Everyone who has had occasion to do genealogical 
work with the early settlers of Southampton and other 
towns of Suffolk County, N.Y., quickly becomes aware of 
the difficulties, due to both missing and incomplete 
records. The present writer, although having no par- 
ticular interest in the Clark family, happened upon the 
will of Susannah Clark in Liber A, p. 14, of Suffolk 
County Deeds. It is not so indexed; and there is no 
record of this will among the Surrogate's records of 
Suffolk County which are on file in New York City. 
Therefore, since it furnishes clues to relationships 
which otherwise would not come to light, the following 
abstract and comments may be of help to other searchers. 


"November the 20th in the year of our Lord 1686, be- 
ing the Last Will & Testament of the widow Susannah 
Clark, relict of Samuell Clark, deceased....1lst, I give 
to my son Thomas Shaw a sheep...to my son Benjamin 
Haynes a sheep...to my daughter Mary Clark a sheep... 
to my daughter Mary Fordham a sheep...to my son William 
Major [Mason?-see below] a sheep...I give my cuberd to 
my grandchild Phebe Herrick...to my daughter Martha 
Burrell, my bed and boulster, an iron kettle & brass 
kettle & scollitt & pott hanger & my rugg & a cow & 
serge gown & my rideing hood & a pint pott & my flan- 
nell wescoate.....and for my linning I leave it to my 
two daughters, namely Sarah Clark and Martha Burrell to 
dispose of as they see cause....And for the rest of my 
chattell & sheepe or horse kinde wu: goods I leave to my 
son Samuell Clark upon ye account of my living with him 
& of his trouble to bury me and for legacyes that I was 
to pay out already for I have maryed two of my children 
since my husband's death, (as, namely Edmund Clark and 
Sarah Clark) the which my husband took care of and I 
have given them their portions out when they marryed 
allowing as it was willed to them by their father & 
this may satisfye any if they be onsatisfyed, how I 
have disposed of that which my husband left mee the 
things above mentioned I have them in my son Samuell 
Clark's hands to give them out as above mentioned. In 
witness whereof I have hereunto set | hand and fixed 
my seale this twentyeth of November 1686." She signed 


with a mark. Witnesses: John Davis, Jonathan Danil, 

John Danil Junr. The above was sworn to before "John 
Howell, Justice," who noted "above coppy May the 8th 

1688." 
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[The will of Samuel Clark, the husband of Susannah, 
is to be seen in Liber I of Surrogate's Records in New 
York City, pp. 200-1 (wrongly indexed as p. 333). He 
describes himself as "Samuell Clark of Southampton in 
the East Riding of York, on Long Island" and directs 
that "after mine and my wive's decease" all lands are 
to be divided between "my two sons, Samuell and Edmond 
Clarke"....and then names his daughters Sarah, Susan- 
nah, Mary, Martha, and Hannah. Will dated 11 May 1675, 
witnessed by John Howell, Charles Sturmy, and “ohn 


Laughton. Inventory dated 24 Feb. 1078/9 taken by Oba- 
dGiah Rogers, John Jessup, Thomas Cooper, John Jagger;

Society, Abstracts of Wills, 1:50, but is named by How- 
ell in his History of Southampton (1087), p. 211, and

(OMMENTS BY THE EDITOR 


Mr. McLean's discovery is important, as it reveals 
the identity of missing wives in Southampton families 
nd affords clues to others. Since he has made no 
special study of this group of families, he has left it 
to me, if I feel so inclined, to attempt an interpreta- 
tion of the terms of the wills and a reconstruction of 
this Clark family. With some trepidation, I undertake 
the task. 

Thurston Raynor came over in 1034, the shipping list 
giving him a wife Elizabeth, aged 36, and a number of 
children. He was an early settler in Southampton, and 
acquired a second and younger wife Martha, by whom he 
had half a dozen more children. in his will, dated 6 
July 1667, proved 4 Nov. 16607, he appointed as overseers 
his brother-in-law Samuel Clarke and his cousin Mr. 
John Howell. The Clark relationship has been explained 
by various theories, but I think the correct facts were 
given by Dr. Herbert F. Seversmith in his Wood article, 
supra, 11:204. He there shows that Edmund and Martha 
(Lum) Wood of Halifax, Yorkshire, England, had, with 
other children, three sons who settled on Long Island 
and daughters Martha (baptized 8 Apr. 1612), suitable 
for the second wife of Thurston Raynor, and Susan (bap- 
tized 23 Mar. 160160), suitable for Susannah the wife of 
Samuel Clark. That would of course make Clark brother- 
in-law of Raynor and explain that term in the latter's 
will. It seems also very significant that Samuel and 
Susannah Clark named children Edmund and Martha, as 
these were the names of both of Susannah's parents if 
she was the girl baptized Susan Wood. 

Samuel Clark was of Southampton by 1054, when he 
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was on a jury; called of "North Sea" [Southampton] in 
1657; Constable, 1603; a Patentee, 1676 (Southampton 
Town Records, 1:106, 118; 2:221, 348]. Both Samuel 
Clark and his brother-in-law Thurston Raynor had lived 
in Wethersfield, Conn., prior to 16040, went with the 
settlers from there to Stamford, Conn., and thence to 
Long Island. As already noted, Samuel Clark died not 
long before 24 Feb. 1678/9. 

The elder of the two sons, Samuel, was sometimes 
called "Sr." to distinguish him from an unrelated Sam- 
uel Clark who settled in Southampton and lived in the 
section called "Old Town." Thus in 1681 Samuel Clark 
Sr. gave a deed witnessed by Edmund Clark [his brother} 
and by Charles Sturmy. The latter, who also witnessed 
the will of the elder Samuel, was a son-in-law of Thur- 
ston Raynor. Samuel Clark and his mother Susannah 
Clark, widow of Samuel Sr., made an agreement 20 June 
1684 with Mary Clark, widow of Edmund. On 26 Dec. 1688 
Samuel Clark of North Sea sold land to his namesake, 
Samuel Clark of Old Town; and in 1091 he recorded lands 
inherited from his father Samuel dec'd, making refer- 
ence to his brother Edmund. ([Ibid., 5:192, 254, 302, 
319.} This Samuel made his will 4 Oct. [(1699?] and 
died 1 Mar. 1699 (1699/1700); the will names sons Eli- 
phalet, Elisha, Samuel (to have his carpenter's tools 
and to be Executor); daughter Susannah Clarke; daugh- 
ters Rachel and Mary (under 18), son John (under 21), 
daughter Esther (under 15), and wife Sarah (Executrix); 
witnesses: Samuel Cooper, John Maltbie, Tho. Sayre 
(Pelletreau, Early Long Island Wills, pp. 211-215]. 

[The other son, Edmund, died, as shown by the records 
cited above, between 1681 and 1684, leaving a widow 
Mary. Her second marriage is shown by her sale of a 
house and home lot at North Sea in May 16087, in which 
she calls herself widow of Edmund Clark and now wife of 
Obadiah Rogers [Southampton Town Records, 5:239]. We 
have seen no mention of children. 

How about the daughters? It seems evident that Su- 
Sannah Clark in her will called her sons-in-law and 
daughters-in-law, as well as her own children, "sons" 
and "daughters." She names a daughter Mary Clark and 
also a daughter Mary Fordham. The former must have 
been the widow of her son Edmund Clark; this was in 
November 1686, and Mary probably did not marry Rogers 
until shortly before her deed of May 16087. Similarly, 
she names two daughtersSarah Clark. The one who was to 
get half her linen was doubtless the wife of her son 
Samuel Clark, with whom she was living. The other Sa- 
rah was mentioned with Edmund as one of the two chil- 
dren who had married since her husband's death, hence 
her name actually had changed from Clark although her 
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married name is not stated. Edmund was then dead and 
I think Sarah was too and that Susannah was referring 
to two children whe had married and died and who had 
received their portions. 

Martha had definitely married a Burrell and was liv- 
ing. Mary was living and I think there can be no doubt 
that she was wife of Capt. Joseph< Fordham of Southamp- 
ton, whose wife Mary is not identified in my account of 
the Fordham family, supra, 13:72, nor in Dr. Sever- 
smith's Colonial Families of Long Island, New York and 
Connecticut, p. 963. Joseph Fordham and Susanna Howell 
(presumably the wife of Major John Howell) witnessed 
the 1684 agreement of Samuel and Susannah Clark with 
Edmund Clark's widow Mary, mentioned above. 

One of the "sons" named by Susannah Clark was Wil- 
liam Major. I have not located such an individual and 
Suggest that the name may have been Mason. It is often 
very difficult to read an unfamiliar name in the script 
of that period; the old-fashioned long 's' can look 
much like a 'j' and if the final letter were not clear- 
ly defined, Mason might easily be read as Major. While 
this is entirely hypothetical, a William Mason bought 
land in Southampton in 1682 from Edward White; he had 
a wife Sarah who died 19.Jan. 1685/6; and he conveyed 
in Feb. 1700/7, being then of Cape May, N.J. [Southamp- 
ton Town Records, 5:199; 2:282; 6:30]. He left no is- 
sue but in his will of 22 Feb. 1714/15, proved 5 Apr. 
1715, along with other legacies, made his son-in-law 
James "Jacoxs" his chief heir and remembered his daugh- 
ter-in-law Mary Ranor "that was." (N.J. Archives, 
Wills, 1:310] It would appear that his second wife 
was Sarah ( ) Johnes of Cape May who married July 
1693, for her second husband, Thurston3 Raynor (Josept 
Thurstonl), and had by him an only child, Mary4 Raynor, 
who married prior to 4 Apr. 1715 Nicholas Havens of 
Strasburg, Monmouth Co., N.J. [Southampton Town Records 
2:342]. As her third husband, Mason woulda of course be 
stepfather of Mary Raynor. It seems certain that Mason 
married for his third wife, Sarah ( ) Jacocks, wid- 
ow of William Jacocks (b. ca. 1656, living 1708), and 
mother of the James Jacocks called son-in-law by Mason 
in his will. Sarah Mason's will was made 16 Feb. 1714/ 
15 and named her Jacocks children (N.J. Archives, Wills 
1:309]. It thus appears that William Mason had three 
wives, all named Sarah, and the first may have been 
Sarah Clark. For the Jacocks family, see the careful 
article by H. Clifford Campion, supra, 21:2l/. 

Another son in Susannah Clark's will was Thomas 
Shaw. The first settler of this name in Southampton 
was Edmund Shaw, certainly father of Richard who set- 
tled in East Hampton, and presumably father of Thomas. 
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His land at Southampton in 16080 is noted, and he is 
also called of North Sea, cooper; but the only child 

of Thomas recorded was Susanna, born 6 Apr. 1670, and 
unfortunately her mother's name was not entered [South- 
ampton Town Records, 2:9}; 5:200; 2:218]. We suggest 
that her mother may well have been Susannah Clark, and 
that she did not lonz survive. The 1698 Census lists 
at Southampton, Thomas Shaw, David Frances[?], Frances 
{i.e. Francis] Shaw, John Shaw, males; and Mary Shaw, 
Susannah Shaw, Jane Shaw, females. It appears that by 
then Thomas Shaw had a second wife, Mary, and that the 
daughter Susannah was still unmarried. There is evi- 
dently an error in the printed list, for the two older 
boys were David and Francis; in 1705 David Shaw of 
North Sea conveyed to his brother Francis Shaw [ibid., 
6:42]. This may well have been after the death of 
Thomas, but no probate has been found to supply further 
information. Possibly Susannah was the only child by 
the Clark mother. 

When we come to Benjamin Haynes or Haines, we are 
really in deep water. A man of this name bought a 
house at North Sea from John Cooper before 1608 [ibid., 
2:53]; and called wheelwright, sold in 1681/2 [ibid., 
5:291]; and is on the 1686 Southampton list. Mr. Ar- 
thur S. Wardwell is cited by Dr. Seversmith [op.cit., 
p. 2027} to the effect that Benjamin Haines "in his 
will of 17 September 1687 has as an overseer his broth- 
er Samuel Clarke." That of course fits perfectly with 
the mention of Benjamin Haynes as a son by Susannah 
Clark and the deduction that he married one of the 
Clark girls, most likely Hannah, which would make him 
brother-in-law of the younger Samuel Clark of North 
Sea. Our difficulty is that we have not located the 
will of 1687 and hence do not know its terms except the 
above mention of an overseer. Mr. Wardwell's deduction 
as quoted by Dr. Seversmith was that Benjamin Haines 
married Johanna Jennings who was called Johanna Haines 
in the will of her father, John Jennings of North Sea, 
dated 6 Nov. 1685, proved 16 Mar. 1686 (N.Y. Abstracts 
of Wills, 11:169], and he made a further inference from 
this that Sarah Jennings, unmarried in 1685 when her 
father's will was made, became the wife of the younger 
Samuel Clark, thus making him "brother" of Benjamin 
Haines through their marriage to sisters. These con- 
clusions are rendered unnecessary since we now have 
record evidence that Benjamin Haines married a sister 
of Samuel Clark, and furthermore Samuel Clark certainly 
had children born earlier than 16085 at which date Sarah 
Jennings was still unmarried, so we must reject the 
idea that Sarah wife of Samuel Clark Jr. was a Jennings. 

Without seeing the 1687 will of Benjamin Haines, we 
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are quite unable to state whether he had a wife Joanna. 
All we can be sure of is that in 1686 he was or had 
been the husband of a daughter, probably Hannah, of 
Samuel and Susannah Clark. If his wife was not named 
Johanna in his will, there are others of the Haines 
family available as possible husbands for her. 

There is, however, the will of a Benjamin Haines, 
of Southampton, made 4 Sept. 1713, proved 1 Apr. 1714 
(N.Y. Abstracts of Wills, 2:129], which names wife 
Lydia (executrix), 2nd son John (executor), 3rd son 
David, youngest [sic, error for eldest?] son Benjamin, 
with residue to six children (all minors), Hannah, 
Phebe, Lydia, Joseph, Nathan, and Susannah, and the 
youngest sons Josepn and Nathan are to be put out to 
trades. Witnesses: Joseph Lupton, Sarah Clark [possi- 
bly the widow of the younger Samuel Clark if she was 
still living], and Thomas Reed. It will be seen that 
the Clark names Hannah and Susannah occur in this fam- 
ily. The Southampton Census of 1698 lists Benjamin 
Haynes, Benjamin Jr., John, James Jr., Hannah, Lydia 
and Mary. Since there seem to have been five children 
born before and alive in 1698, and since at least two 
sons were of age when the will was made in 1713, we 
should guess that this Benjamin started having children 
at least as early as 1688. Were it not for the mention 
of the will of a Benjamin in 1687, we might assume that 
all the records cited pertain to but one Benjamin who 
was married more than once. 

As matters stand, we must confess bewilderment. It 
can only be the Benjamin of the 1687 will who married a 
Clark girl; and if she was Hannah, the youngest Clark 
girl in her generation, it is very doubtful that she 
could have been mother of a second Benjamin who as we 
have seen must have been adult by 1688. Enlightenment 
is sought on these problems, and in particular we shall 
welcome a full abstract of that 1687 will and a refer- 
ence to its location. 

The Phebe Herrick named as grandchild in Susannah 
Clark's will was daughter of Capt. Joseph and Mary 
(Clark) Fordham, and was called Phebe Herrick in the 
will of her father, Capt. Joseph Fordham in 1688 [see 
his will supra, 13:65-67]). The two wills together 
supply positive proof that Fordham's wife was Mary 
Clark. 

{ suggest the possibility that Susannah wife of John 
Howell mentioned above may have been Susanna Mitchell, 
bapt. at South Ouram, Halifax, Yorkshire, 14 Oct. 1627, 
daughter of Matthew and Susanna (Wood) Mitchell of 
Stamford. This would explain why John Howell was call- 
ed cousin by Thurston Raynor (their wives being cous- 
ins) and names such as Matthew bestowed on the Howell 
children.

In searching for the parentage of Elias Cornell, 
records were found which prove that an error was made 
and that the eighth child above was actually, Elias 
Cornell, born July 12, 1810, died Oct. 27, 1855.

1 male 18 to 26, 1 female 16 to 26, and 1 male and 1 
female 10 to 16. Another Nathaniel Cornell [doubtless 
Jr.] was listed with 1 female 16 to 26 and two boys un- 
der 10. The rest of the known children of Nathaniel 
Sr. are accounted for in the above listing, except one 
of the older daughters (Sally was then 18 and could 
have been married) and Abigail or Abbey, known to have 
died young, and James, who probably died young.

The Genealogical Reader. A Collection 
Selected and Edited by Noel C. Stevenson, LL.B., F.A. 
S.G. Published by Deseret Book Company, Salt Lake City, 
Utah, 1958. Cloth, 188 pages. Price, $2.50. 

The anthologist is a Contributing tditor of The Am- 
erican Genealogist. Of the 35 entries in the table of 
contents, two are the index and a list of periodicals 
represented, while of the remaining 33, we : 
25 (just about three-quarters) are from The American 
Genealogist, and 14 of these were written by the pres- 
ent reviewer. [hese circumstances naturally make a re- 
view of the usual sort improper for us to write. We 
can only express our pleasure that over the years so 
much has been included in our quarterly which Mr. Ste- 
venson considers worth reprinting in this form and as 
still helpful to those seeking to learn more about the 
subject in general. 

We are glad to see represented such American gene- 
alogists as Milton Rubincam, G. Andrews Moriarty, Mere- 
dith B. Colket, and Mr. Stevenson himself, and especial- 


ly happy to see brought together here four of the help- 
ful notes of the late Lilian J. Redstone, a true anti- 
quarian who aided so many Americans by research in her 
own East Anglian field. 


Fort Worth Genealogical Society, Fort Worth, Texas, 
has put out a Society Bulletin, April 1950, apparently 
the first. I[t contains data on a Yates family of Mary- 
land, queries, a list of new books in the genealogical 
department of the Fort Worth Fublic Library, and mis- 
cellaneous matter. Quotable quote: "The genealogist 
who speaks about his own family is almost as bad as the 
mother who talks about her own child." The treasurer's

Any of the above may be obtained from the National 
Genealogical Society, 1921 Sunderland Place, N.W., Wash- 
ington 6, D.C. Number 14 is priced at $2.50, or $1.50 
to members; Numbers 15 and 16, each one $3.00, or $2.50 
to members. The contents are articles of special value 

originally published in the Quarterly, held in type, 
and here assembled and republishec. The separate arti- 
cles are too numerous and by too many writers to make a 
full listing here possible. They cover, considered to- 
gether, a wide field and many aspects of research. 

The papers in Number 14, which starts with Milton 
Rubincam's "Pitfalls in Genealogical Research," will be 
found extremely useful by those interested in Pennsyl- 
vania families, four of the ten articles dealing with 
that state. Number 15 merits special praise, with more 
than a score of articles, some containing actual source 
material, others information as to sources which can be 
consulted, from Maryland down through Georgia, Alabama 
and Mississippi. The authoritative articles of Mrs. 
Mary Givens Bryan concerning Georgia sources and re- 
search impress us as especially helpful, but actually 
we should like to name several of the articles and their 
writers, had we but the space, for this entire booklet 
seems to us noteworthy. No library of the South can 
afford not to have it. 

Although Number 16 contains articles relating to 
families or records of New Jersey, Ohio (two), Indiana, 
Illinois (two), Iowa, and Wisconsin, all of which are 
useful, the first article, entitled "The Connecticut 
Settlement of Nova Scotia Prior to the Revolution," by 
Dr. Jean Stephenson, impresses this reviewer as out- 
standing. Even making allowance for your reviewer's 
Connecticut origin and interest, it is believed that 
many will enjoy reading about this little-known chapter 
in New England history, quite aside from its genealogi- 
cal implications. 

Number 17 is not a research aid but a discourse on 
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the subject of genealogy by the Director of the Insti- 
tute of Early American History and Culture, Williams- 
burg, Va- He has browsed widely and offers a lot of 
general information about the growth of the interest in 
genealogy in the United States. A footnote states that 
he has compiled a bibliography of American genealogi- 
cal periodicals. If this has since been published, we 
Should like to note it; if not, it should be. 

It is rather surprising to read, "While the National 
Genealogical Society and the Institute of American Gen- 
ealogy endeavor to uphold the highest standards of re- 
search and to expose the charlatan..."—the Institute, 
which recently went out of existence, was a commercial 
publishing house which offered its members the clerical 
service of copying (for a fee) anything in its library 
or its files, but never, so far as I am aware, under- 
took actual record research or showed an interest in 
upholding research standards. 

Deserved admiration is shown for The Ancestor (1902- 
1905), a British quarterly which did not long survive, 
but we then read, "American genealogists have produced 
nothing comparable to this magazine in content, because 
American genealogical development, in spite of its def- 
erence to 'first families,' has a strong 'democratic'! 
strain which in itself has popularized interest quite 
uncritically in the family tree; and because the pro- 
fessional and the amateur are almost indistinguishably 
mixed in the United States." I must confess, I feel 
very uncertain what this means, but if the meaning is 
what I suppose it is, I disagree utterly. First, it 
does not matter whether a genealogist is a professional 
or an amateur provided he has the proper knowledge and 
training and employs proper research methods and has a 
mind capable of making the proper deductions from given 
premises. Second, the popularization of genealogical 
interest "uncritically in the family tree," whatever 
that may mean, has nothing to do with the critical ap- 
proach and handling of the research by any capable and 
honest genealogist regardless of whether he is working 
on "first families" or second or third families. And 
finally, I think American genealogists have produced 
things comparable to The Ancestor in content, if by 
content is meant the scholarly integrity of the text. 


The Housman (Huysman)—Simonson Family of Staten Is- 
land, N.Y. (1955). By Elmer G. Van Name, LL.B., LL.D. 
Paper, ll p. Address author: 230 Bellevue Avenue, Had- 
donfield, N. J. 

This is another of the painstaking monographs issued 
by Dr. Van Name to preserve and share with others the 
records unearthed and the conclusions reached. 
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History of the First Presbyterian Church of Monroe, 
New York, 1783-1956. "The information herein has been 
gathered, prepared and edited by Mrs. C. Arthur Brooks, 
Monroe, New York. The index has been made by George 
Lewis," Paper, 320 pp., plus separately paged index, 
67 pp. Price, $2.20 postpaid, address Mrs. G.W. Bush, 
160 Stage Road, Monroe, New York. 

This book clearly represents a labor of love on the 
part of members of the church, and the price asked can- 
not cover even the mechanical cost of production. The 
history of the church goes back to 1783 and its found- 
ing owes much to the zeal of the Rev. Silas Constant, 
in whose Journal the early mentions are found. Later 
ministers did not do as well, and we have to wait for 
the ministry of the Rev. Hosea Ball, around 1820, for 
anything like complete records. The various activities 
of the church are well covered down to the present. The 
genealogist will appreciate the publication herein of 
the church membership, 1784 to 1951, baptisms to 1952, 
and marriages, 1783-1785, 1821-1898. Unfortunately, 
the record of baptisms was poorly kept over long peri- 
ods. The marriage records will be found especially 
useful. Besides the records, this is a friendly, neigh- 
borhood type of book, with anecdotes of olden times.

Lineage of Jeremiah Mead, Jr., of Greenwich, Conn., 
Soldier of the American Revolution. By Mary Beeler 
Sawers, 101 High Street, Middletown, Conn. Paper, mim- 
eographed, 50 plus xiv pages (including bibliography 
and full name index), chart. Limited to 50 copies. 

This booklet is devoted to the ancestry on many 
lines of the compiler's grandmother, Mrs. John Beeler, 
née Emma Walker Mead (1842-1928), who had collected 
family data available to her, and its chief value is 
its preservation of these facts and dates from family 
sources. That of course is true of many family compi- 
lations of the present type. Miss Sawers has traced 
back many of the ancestral lines, Mead, Holmes, Lock- 
wood, Peck, Ferris, Pardee, Yale, Curtis, Bostwick, 

a second Mead line, Bush, etc., depending largely on 
published genealogies and town histories. The main 
Mead _line is Willian], John¢, Ebenezer-, Caleb4+, Jere- 
miah>, and Jeremiah?

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CHURCHMEN OF 1738 UNDER REV. JONATHAN ARNOLD 
OF WEST HAVEN, CONNECTICUT 


Ry Donald Lines Jacobus, M.A., F.A.S.G. 


Rev. Jonathan Arnold (1700/1-1752), Yale College 
1723, was in 1725 ordained pastor of the Congregational 
Church in West Haven, Conn., but in 1734 declared for 
Episcopacy. He was dismissed, went to England for or- 
ders in 1735, and the next year returned as Itinerant 
Missionary for Connecticut of the Society for the Prop- 
agation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts, with his resi- 
dence in West Haven. His mission proved disappointing, 
largely it would seem because of his own personality 
defects; in 1740 he was transferred to Staten island 
but was dismissed from that post in 1745. 

In 1917 the’ well-known historian and genealogist, 
James Shepard of New Britain, Conn., had prepared for 
publication a book relating to the early Church and 
Churchmen in Connecticut which the late George Dudley 
Seymour had undertaken to publish for him. Mr. Seymour 
at that time asked me to identify the churchmen named 
in Arnold's 1738 list, which I did. This was set up in 
type and I have the crumbling proof sheets. Upon my 
return from France in 1919, I learned that Mr. Seymour, 
for reasons unknown to me, had withdrawn from this un- 
dertaking. The projected book was never published, Mr. 
Shepard died not long after, and Mr. Seymour has since 
died. Before the proof sheets entirely crumble away, I 
have decided to publish the identification of the 1735 
Churchmen of New Haven County, along with the above ex- 
lanation and acknowledgments, as being of considerable 
1istorical and genealogical importance. Names under- 
lined in the identifications are those of others ap- 
pearing in the same list.

SAMUEL LEWIS (1700- ). Waterbury. I suppose 
this petitioner to be the Samuel who came from Barn- 
stable, Mass., to Waterbury, with wife Reliance. The 
younger Samuel was born 1718, hence only 20 at the date 
of the petition. 

CALEB THOMPSON (1708- ). Waterbury. Son of Wil- 
liam and Martha of New Haven, and cousin of Ebenezer 
Thompson and of the wife of Thomas Ives. Perhaps the 
Caleb who died 1759 in the French and Indian War. 

RICHARD WELTON (1680-1755). Son of John and Mary. 
Married Mary Upson. His dau. Kezia was wife of Abraham 
Warner. Or the signer of the petition may have been 
his son Richard (1701-1766) who married Anna Fanton. 

JONATHAN SCOTT (1711-1741). Son of Edmund and Sarah. 
However, the identification is uncertain, as two older 
men named Jonathan Scott were living in 1738. 

EPHRAIM WARNER ( -1768). Waterbury. Son of Dr. 
Ephraim Warner and Esther (Richards). He was a phy- 
Ssician and married Eleanor Smith of Farmington. 

BENJAMIN WARNER (1698-1772). Waterbury. Brother of 
Ephraim Warner above. He was a physician and married 
Johanna Strong of Colchester. 

THOMAS WALSTONE (1678-1763), Guilford. Son of John 
and Anna (Wright). Married Susanna Barnes of New Haven, 
first cousin of Thomas Barnes. 

DAVID NAUGHTY ( -1745). <A merchant or storekeep- 
er, of Guilford. 

JAMES WILLIAMS (1692-1740). Waterbury. Son of 
James and Sarah (Richason) of Hartford, Farmington and 
Wallingford. Married Sarah Judd. 

NATHANIEL MERIT. Not identified. 

NORTH INGRAHAM. Not identified. 


This concludes the list of petitioning Churchmen of 
1738. It will be seen that many of them were an inter- 
related group, descending from the early families but 
converted to Episcopacy, while a few were more recent 
settlers, and a very few were of non-British origin. 
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SIGNATURES ON THE PETITION 
FROM TAUNTON, MASS., OCT. 11, 1708

On 11 Oct. 1708, a petition was made by "Inhabitants 
of Taunton South purchase Together with severall Inhab- 
itants of the old Township of Taunton That dwell on the 
east side of the great river" for a separate ecclesias- 
tical society and to be made either a precinct or town- 
ship. A transcription of the entire document is given 
in S. H. Emery, History of Taunton, 1893, p. 150. 

The names of the signers of the petition are there 
rendered accurately for the most part, but the name of 
Nicolas Stephens is erroneously read and printed as 
Nicolas Haskens, thus creating a Haskins or Hoskins who 
never existed, and there are a few minor misreadings. 

On the opposite page we are printing the lower part 
of the document containing the signatures, believing 
that some of the numerous descendants of these men will 
be interested in seeing their reproduced autographs. 
They lived in the part of Taunton which on 30 May 1712 
became the town of Dighton, Bristol County, Massachu- 
setts. The following are the names:

Comparison with the signatures on the opposite page 
shows how difficult it is to make an absolutely faith- 
ful transcription of old writing, especially in many 
hands. Besides the misreading of Stephens, Mr. Emery 
definitely misread the first name of Samuel Talbut as 
James, and the 'is' in Tisdale as 'y', though including 
an 's' after the 'y'. The ‘'iu' raised above Tisdale's 
signature is for 'ju', i.e. Junior. It is anyone's 
guess whether some of the initial letters, as in Paul, 
were intended for capitals or not.

BRUEN. Referring to my Bruen article, supra, vol. 
26, pp. 12-25, in next to the bottom line of p. 15 the 
name of Calvin Bruen's wife should be Littler, and not 
Fittler. I am indebted to Mr. John G. Hunt of Arling- 
ton, Va., for calling attention to my slip on p. 20, 
generation 9, in mentioning the paternal grandmother of 
Alan, Lord of Galloway, which should read "Gunnild 
daughter of Waldeve of Dunbar" and in typing the first 
three words were omitted, absurdly making Waldeve the 
grandmother instead of Gunnild. Mr. Hunt suggests that 
Sir John Savage (generation 16 on p. 21) died 1 Aug. 
1450 instead of 1449 and that he was probably, not cer- 
tainly, knighted at Agincourt, citing Sir Peter Leyces- 
ter, Historical Antiquities in Two Books (1673), p.

RUGGLES. Mr. R. H. Williams of Buffalo, N.Y., has 
kindly consulted Henry Anthon Bostwick, Genealogy of 
the Bostwick Family in America (1901) ana in connection 
with the data on the Ruggles family of New Milford, 
Conn., which I published in vol. 34, pp. 123-127, shows 
that the Bostwick book, p. 182, gives the wife of Ash- 
bel Ruggles (1739-1814, No. 5 on p. 127, as Rebecca 
Bostwick, who died at New Milford 2 June 1/91, daughter 
of Robert and Sarah (Stevens) Bostwick. She was mother 
of the children, but the two daughters named in Ash- 
bel's will are omitted. The eldest son is given as 
Robert Bostwick Ruggles, b. 10 Feb. 1762, d. 13 May 
1823, m. 1786 Lucy Northrop; the sons Almon and Alfred 
were born (twins) 1771, and Almon d. 7 July 1840; and 
another son, Ashbel, is named, but he does not appear 
in the will if my abstract is complete. Mr. Williams 
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also mentions that Emily C. Hawley, History of Brook- 
field, Conn. (1929), gives the second wife of Ashbel 
Ruggles as Leruah Stevens, an obvious misreading or 
misprint for the Zeruah named in his will. Several 
other intermarriages occurred between the Ruggles and 
Bostwick family, which may be seen in the printed gene- 
alogy of the latter family.
